whether Hitler and Mussolini were 
willing to give assurance that their 
armed forces would not attack a 
score of now-independent nations. 


"Such an assurance clearly must 


apply not only to the present day,"- 
Mr. Roosevelf s message said, "but 
also to a future sufficiently long to 
give every opportunity to -work by 
peaceful methods for a more per- 
manent peace. 


Urges "Minimum Period" 


"I therefore 
suggest

construe the word future* to apply 
to a minimum period of assured 
non-aggression—10 years at tha 
least—a quarter of a century, if we 
dare look that far ahead. 


"If such assurance is given by 


your government I will immedi- 
ately transmit to the government of 
the nations £ have named and I 
will simultaneously inquire wheth- 
er, as I am reasonably sure, each of 
the nations enumerated above yri33. 
in turn give like assurance lor 
transmission to you."

The campaign expenditures lim- 


itation has been on the law books 
for many years, but observers can 
recall no successful prosecution un- 
der it. Last fall John B. Chappie, 
unsuccessful candidate for the Unit- 
ed States senate on the Republican 
ticket, accused Julius P. Hcil. then 
Republican nominee for governor, 
of violating the law. After exten- 
sive investigation by the attorney 
general's department and 
much 


agitation during the fall campaign, 
the case was dropped. 


Passage of the White bill, it was 


pointed out, would facilitate the 
reorganization of the Republican 
party in the state, since it would re- 
move the excuse for existence of 
the state voluntary committee. 


The voluntary committee was or- 


ganized some years ago when thp 
LaFollctte faction of the Repub- 
lican party controlled the legally 
elected statutory committee.

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"CELEBRATING" THE LAST WAR 


DECLARATION 


Last week little attention was paid to 


• the fact that we passed the 22nd anni- 
• versary of America's entrance into the 
• World war. 


In other years we have "celebrated'1 


this anniversary by recalling the principal 
highlights of America's entrance and par- 


• ticipation in that stupendous conflict. To- 


day the World war is considerably "played 
down" at all sources from which will 
come the flood of propaganda to lead us 
into the next It will not help the present 
"cause" to have the people reminded of 
our high hopes in 1917, our promises to 
our people and our allies' promises to us, 
nor the wretchedness of the fulfillment. 
Yet for the sake of truth these things 
should not be forgotten. 


It must be remembered that in a dem- 


ocracy a declaration of war is the result 
of supreme salesmanship although the 
methods, besilked and perfumed as they 
are, may resemble those employed by the 
Buckman stock swindlers in Wisconsin not 
so long ago. According to this method 
everything is all right and for the best, 
even misfortunes. Observe what Mr. Wil- 
son said about Russia to our congress in 
asking them to declare war: 


'Does not every American feel that 


assurance has been added to our hope 
for the future peace of the world by 
the wonderful and heartening things 


• that have been happening within the 
last few weeks in Russia? Russia was 
known by those who knew her best to 
have been always in fact democratic 
at heart, in all the vital habits of her 
thought, in all the intimate relation- 
ships of her people that spoke their 
natural instinct, their habitual attitude 
towards life. 
The autocracy that 
crowned i the summit of her political 
structure, long as it had stood and ter- 


•" rible as was the reality of its power, 
' was not in fact Russian in origin, char- 
acter, or purpose; and now it has 
been shaken off and the great, gen- 


.- ecous Russian people have been added, 


•In all their naive majesty and might, 
to the forces that are fighting for free- 
v 
- dom In the world, for justice, and for 
peace. Here is a fit partner for a 
League of Honor." 


, 
The Russians who couldn't spell cat 


and had never heard of democracy were 
paraded as twins of our sires at Valley 
Forge to bolster our idealism and subdue 
the apprehension that many shared over 
the swiftly retreating Russian armies. 


Further on in that same address Presi- 


dent Wilson said to congress, and with 
these very words whipped the doubtful 
Thomases all over the nation into line: 


"We are now about to accept the 


gauge of battle with this natural foe 
(Germany) to liberty and shall, if nec- 
essary, spend the whole force of the 
nation to check and nullify its pre- 
tentions and its power. We are glad, 
now that we see the facts with no 
veil of false pretense about them, to 
fight thus for the ultimate peace of the 
world and for the liberation of its peo- 
ples, the German peoples included: 
for the rights of nations, great and 
small and the privilege of men every- 
where to choose their way of life 
and of obedience. The world must 
be made safe for democracy. Its peace 
must be planted upon the tested foun- 


- cations of political liberty. 
We are 


but one of the champions of the rights 
of mankind. We shall be satisfied when 
those rights have been made as secure 
as the faith and freedom of nations 
can make them." 


Mr. Lloyd George, 
tiien 
England's 


prime minister welcomed America into 
the conflict particularly because it would 
thus be put "at the conference table when 
the terms of peace are being discussed," 
and continued: 


"That conference v.ii- settle ihc des- 


tiny cf nations—f-.c course of human 
*i*c—for God xr.o??s how manv ages. 
It would have been Jragic for man- 
kind if America had not been thro 
and there with &;i ihe influence. ~ali 


of America and her allies in making • 
victorious peace. 
Among other things, 


and openly acquiesced in by our allies, 
was this: 


"Adequate guaranties given and tak- 


en that national armaments will be 
i educed to the lowest point consistent 
with domestic safety" 
That one article was to remove the 


menace of great standing armies. 
The' 


conduct of France prevented it from ever 
blooming. 


France insisted on having a standing 


army about ten times the size of that of 
Germany even during those years when 
Germany had no guns. 


Among the Fourteen Points was an- 


other that has become interesting since 
by reason of its breach: 


"A free. oj>cn-minded, and absolute- 


ly impartial adjustment of all colonial 
claims, based upon a strict observance 
of the principle that in determining 
all such questions of sovereignty the 
interests of the populations concerned 
must have equal 
weight 
with the 


equitable claims of the government 
whose title is to be determined" 
At the conference board where honor, 


justice and high mindedness were to pre- 
vail, and from which Germany was ex- 
cluded from even having a representative 
to present her claims, Britain and France 
determined that Germany should be de- 
prived of all her colonies. Turkey was 
even deprived of hers, and these colon- 
ies were taken over largely by Britain and 
France, with a few Asiatic crumbs thrown 
to Japan, and have since been used for 
the enrichment and aggrandizement of 
those countries which took them in "the 
interests of the populations concerned." 


Getting a people into war is a pro- 


gressive proposition, a step at a time. 


In 1917 it was first said we would 


merely give economic assistance to save 
the democracies and perpetuate justice 
in the world. Then it was thought we 
might as well send our navy over to give 
the British sailors a little rest. The navy 
was always ready anyway. Next we'con- 
cluded to get an army of about half a mil- 
lion men, just in case. By the time the war 
was concluded we had 2 million men in 
France, another 2 million in arms here, 
123,000 dead, 246,000 wounded and had/ 
spent 49 billions. 
' 


And even that story isn't the worst 


part of it all. We never would have 
complained about our losses or our ex- 
penses but we never received what we 
had bargained for. 


We paid and paid, and got nothing. 
This time we start about on the same 


course. We are going to do everything 
"short of arms." And we are going to do 
it so that democracy shall be preserved. 
And when it is all over democracy, again 
successful, will kick the other nations 
around as in 1919, strip them of what they 
have and glow in the world trade that 
has been taken from the defeated. But 
the defeated will gradually get to their 
feet again'and, realizing there is no chance 
of getting anything fair from the democ- 
racies without choking it out of them, 
embark upon that process which has ruled 
Europe since the beginning of human his- 
tory, and whether democracies or mon- 
archies were involved. 


In truth neither the great European 


democracies wants to be fair- to the oth- 
ers. - At least when Germany was a re- 
public they gave no evidence of even half- 
baked decency toward her. And the Ger- 
mans don't care to be at all fair with the 
democracies. Each hates the other pro- 
foundly. 


If America employs intelligence in its 


affairs it will stay clear of Europe.

Acquisition by Condemnation 
Under the treaty of 1903 ratified 


15 days after President Theodore 
Roosevelt took Panama, as he him- 
self put it, this country not only 
obtained rights to a 10-mile strip 
across the isthmus but kept also 
the right to use more; Panama ter- 
ritory where needed. To get it, all 
that was necessary 
was to con- 


demn it for public use, just as the 
Federal Government might do in 
the United States. That condition of 
"infringement" on Panama's sov- 
ereignty made the little republic 
simply a protectorate, 
especially 


when coupled 
with our indepen- 


dent right to take whatever steps 
were necessary for protection and 
enlargement of the canal.1 


That treaty remains in effect. It 


gives the United States, among 
other things, the right to use extra 
land outside the present zone where 
necessary for "auxiliary canals." 


The new treaty waives some of 


these rights, although for practical 
purposes 
the surrender of U.. S. 


rights is more figurative than real. 
For instance, under the old treaty 
the U. S. reserved the right to take 
whatever steps were necessary for 
protection of the canal 
even if it 


impinged on Panama's sovereignly. 
Under the proposed new 
treaty 


Panama would act jointly with the 
U. S. If the United States proposed 
to take some action all by itself 
which might "affect the territory" 
under Panama's jurisdiction, it first 
would be required under the treaty 
to consult the Panama government. 


Act First, Ask Later

And one 
reason for the rise of such a vari 
cty of cures is the simple fact that 
many diseases run their course and 
without warning the high fever 
will abruptly disappear. 


This is typical of pneumonia, for 


example. If you chanced to rub 
such a patient with snake oil jusl 
a few moments before the crisis 
arrived, and then watched the dra- 
matic drop in his temperature, you 
would very likely be positive that 
the snake oil produced the change, 
and thereafter you would loudly 
acclaim snake oil as a sure cure 
for pneumonia.

The Home Gardener

Roadside nursery stands arc mak- 


ing big displays 
of 
evergreens, 


birch, oak, magnolia and flowering 
type trees like dogwood and tulip- 
tree. They may not show 
great 


quantities of potted or dug peren- 
nials because there is plenty of 
time to plant them. The woodier 
type plants are just about ready 
to spring into active growth at 
which time injuries to roots will 
quickly heal over. Take advantage 
of this condition and do your plant- 
ing of this type of material with 
little further delay. 


If the trees are bought with bare 


roots, the holes in which they are 
to be planted should be well pre- 
pared before the trees are ship- 
ped. Make certain the holes arc 
large enough to accomodate the 
spread out roots. When planting. 


open the roots, cover with pulver- 
ized soil and set to the same depth 
they grew in the nursery. Work, 
the soil among the roots, tamp it 
as work proceeds, and finally wa- 
ter well. After the water has drain- 
ed away mulch with leaves, loose 
soil or lawn clippings so as to re- 
tard evaporation.

Trees delivered with balls of 


earth attached to the roots are 
simply set in large holes and the 
removed soil, after pulverizing, is 
returned and watered as mentioned 
above. Mulching is also beneficial. 


The trees delivered with balls of 


earth attached will require more 
water after resetting than bare root 
stock. The reason for this is that 
the active foliage is passing off 
moisture continuously. Bare root 
stock is generally bare of foliage.

United States. Would you please 
give 
me 
some information 
on 


Woodrow Wilson? 


"B. B. Sonncnfield" 


Woodrow Wilson was 
born at 


Staunton. Va.. in 1856. His full 
name was Thomas Woodrow Wil- 
son, but after he grew up he drop- 
ped the "Thomas." 


He became a student at Prince- 


ton, and after his graduation stu- 
died law at the University of Vir- 
ginia. Later he became a college 
teacher, and taught at Bryn Mawr 
college, at Wesleyan university 
and at Princeton. In 1902 he was 
chosen president of Princeton. 


Although he had spent most of 


his years up to 1910 in the college 
world, Wilson was deeply inter- 
ested in politics and social reform. 
In that year, he ran for governor 
of New Jerse'y, and was elected. 
He worked so hard to bring about 
what he believed were better laws 
that his fame spread over t h e 
United States. 


In 
1912 Wilson was 
named 


Democratic candidate for presi- 
dent. Against him were President 
William Howard Taft, Republican, 
and ex-president Theodore Roose- 
velt who ran on the Progressive 
or "Bull Moose" ticket. 


One of the men who worked 


hard for Wilscn in that campaign 
was Franklin D. Roosevelt, then a 
young man. He was a distant 
cousin of Theodore Roosevelt but 
was a member of the Democratic 
party. 


Woodrow "Wilson won. He -was 


the first Democrat to be chosen 
president of the United States in 
16 years. 


In his first year in the office. 


Wilson tried to bring about what 
he called "the New Freedom." He 
succeeded in leading Congress to 
pass some new laws, but the World 
war broke out in 1914, and from 
that time forward the center of 
public interest 
was in Europe. 


People in the United States kept 
talking for and against "prepared- 
ness" for war. 


In 1916 Wilson was elected for 


a second term. The next 
year. 


after 
German submarines 
had 


sunk a number of American mer- 
chant vessels, the United States 
entered the World war, and Wil- 
son became a "wartime president" 


There are hundreds of things to 


tell about Wilson, but one point 
is of special interest now. He 
worked hard to bring about the 
League 
of Nations, and in 1920 


was awarded 
the Nobel peace 


prize. 
Despite his best efforts, 


however, he was not able to per- 
suade two-thjrds of the 
United 


States senators to vote to make 
the United States a member of the 
Leaeue of Nations. Wilson 
died 


in f924.
